AN UNFAIR C R I n u i s m .

The state board of supervision which 
has been bolding meetings at the Plank­ 
inton house in Milwaukee this week, 
has elected Dr. Leal? R. Head, sup­ 
erintendent of the state hospital for the 
insane at Mendota, to snoeoeed Dr 
Bnokmaster, who resigns to engage in 
business in Chicago. Dr. Head was born st 
Albion,Dane county, seme 33 years ago, 
and was graduated from the state uni­ 
versity in 1880, having taken a classical 
oontse, and was the class valedictorian. 
He afterwards graduated 
from Rush 
medical college,and was again the vale­ 
dictorian of the class, and then took a 
thorough course at the college of phys! 
dane and surgeons in New York oity. He 
then began private practice at Edgerton, 
and three yearn ago was oalled to the posi­ 
tion oUfirst assistant physician in the 
Kankakee hospital, Illinois, one of th© 
largest in all the west. While in this 
position he was paid a higher salary than 
was ever before paid to a first assistant 
the value of his services demanding that 
this honor should be conferred upon 
bim. 
When the stockholders of Oak­ 
wood retreat 
at Lake Geneva were 
casting about for a superintendent, they 
made a call on Dr. Heed and he accepted 
the position a year and a half ago. Dr. 
Heed is one of the best (cholers in the 
medical profession in this state. 
For a 
young man hie medical training has been 
exceedingly thorough, and beside all that, 
he is an accomplished .'gentleman, a dose 
student, and bis gives promise cf a life of 
rare usefulness in his profession. 


According to the report of the third 
auditor of the treasury the number of 
pensioners on the rolls July 1, 1889, was 
490,000, and there will probably be add­ 
ed 35,000 more by June 30, 1890. This 
addition will make the estimated num­ 
ber of pensioners at that d ate 525,000, 
thus giving for examination 2,100,000 
vouchers, and requiring for their pay­ 
ment at least $100,000,000 annually.

other State officers were chosen; in New 
Jersey, a Governor and members of the 
Legislature; and in the other four, Mary­ 
land, Nebraska, New York, and Pennsyl- 
vansa, members of the Legislature and 
minor officers were voted for. 
In Iowa there were three State tickets, 
Democratic, Republican, and Labor. 
The 
vote of the State last yesr was: Cleve­ 
land 179,877, Harrison 211.598, Streeter 
(Labor) 9,103, Fisk (Pro.) 3,550. 
In Massachusetts there were also three 
tickets—Democratic, 
Republican, 
and 
Prohibition.

Cleveland 151,855, Harrison 183,892, Fisk 
8,701. 
There was only one ticket in the field in 
Mississippi—the Democratic. 
In New Jersey there were three tickets 
—Democratic, Republican, and P r o h i­ 
bition.

Cleve­ 
land, 151,493; Harrison. 
144,344; Fisk, 
7,904. 
In Ohio there were four tickets—Demo­ 
cratic, 
Republican, 
Prohioition, 
and 
Union Labor. 
The vote of the State last 
year was: Cleveland, 896,455; Harrison, 
416,064; Fisk, 24,856. 
There were only two tickets in Virginia 
—Democratic and Republican. 
The vote 
last year was: 
Cleveland, 151,977; Har­ 
rison, 150,438. 
Maryland elected only a Controller. 
There were Democratic, Republican and 
Prohibition tickets. 
Last year the State 
gave Cleveland 106,186, Garrison 99,986, 
and Fisk 4,757. 
Nebraska elected 
a Supreme 
Court 
Judge and two 
Regents. 
There were 
Democratic and Republican tickets. 
Last 
year Cleveland received 80,553 votes, Har­ 
rison 108,425, and Fisk 9,429. 
New York elected a Secretary of State, 
Treasurer, Controller, Attorney General, 
State Engineer, and Court of Appeals 
Judge. 
Tnere were Democratic, Republi­ 
can, Prohibition, and Greenback tickets.

also 
chosen.

weather was clear and bracing Tuesday 
end the election proceeded quietly, with 
about an average vote. 
The Republican State committee con 
cedes the election of Boies by from 5,000 
to 8,000 plurality, The committee claimed 
a victory for Hutchinson when the polls 
closed, but gradually trimmed down its es­ 
timates from 15,000 plurality as the re 
turns came in until at last the result be 
came so plain that they were forced to 
acknowledge their candidate beaten. 
A little after midnight the Republican 
State committee gave up all hope and 
threw up the sponge. 
Later returns show the election of the 
entire Democratic State ticket by a ma­ 
jority probably exceeding 10,000. 
Boies 
seems lightly ahead of the balance of the 
ticket. 
Three hundred and .eighty-seven pre­ 
cincts give Hutchison 43,925, Boies 53,- 
906, Smith 4,503, Morgan 43,229, Given 
44,644, and Brennan 
4,430. 
The net 
Democratic gain is 8,919. 
This rate of 
gain continued will make the State Demo­ 
cratic by 8,000. 
Nothing is known about the Legisla­ 
ture. 
The Democrats have made some 
gains, notably in Folk, Muscatine, Boone, 
and Buchanan counties, but the Repub­ 
licans have a m ajority on joint ballot 
without much doubt. 
Returns will be slow in coming in on 
account of the late hour of closing the 
polls and the unusual amount of scratch­ 
ing done. 
Nearly every part of the State 
heard from continues to show Democratic 
gains. 
The city of Burlington gives 1,500 
Democratic m ajority, and Des Moines 
county will raise it to 2,000, a clear gain 
of 800 over the vote of two years ago. 
Pottawattamie county reports a Demo­ 
cratic majority of 1,900, a gain of 700; 
Carroll, a Democratic m ajority of 700, a 
gain of 500 Democratic: 
The gain in the 
town of Cherokee is 156. 
Scott and Du­ 
buque counties also show large gains. 
Returns by Counties. 
D u b u q u e, Iowa, Nov. 
6 .—Boies, th e 
Democratic candidate for Governor, has 
captured Dubuque county by a m ajority 
that is not less than 3,800 and may reach 
4,000. 
He has run ahead of his ticket in 
the city over 1,500 votes. 
The vote in the 
city has been remarkably light.

Marshalltown — Marshall county will 
give Hutchison 600 majority over Boies, 
a Democratic gain of 200.

goes Democratic the first time in years, 
giving Boies 139 majority. 
Ft. Dodge—Eight precincts out of twen­ 
ty-four give Hutchison 947 and Boies 887. 
Indications are that Hutchison will carry 
Webster county by IOO majority, a Dem­ 
ocratic gain of 400. 
Kinney, Republican 
Representative, is elected by a small m a­ 
jority.

C in c in n a t i, Ohio, Nov. 
6.—Election 
day was blessed 
with unusually fine 
weather, clear and 
bright, with just 
enough chilliness in the temperature to 
make the air bracing. 
The voting was 
entirely free from any sort of disorder. 
Under the election law, no crowd about 
the polls was permitted, and the old habit 
of gathering in large numbers about the 
polling-places was entirely broken up. 
At midnight Chairman 
Heal of the 
Democratic committee said: 
“Campbell 
has carried the State by at least 5,OOO 
plurality, and the indications are that this 
will be increased to 10,000. 
My latest 
advices show that he has carried Hamilton 
county by at least 6,000. 
There is no 
doubt In my mind about the defeat of Gov. 
Foraker. 
The enormous gains in many 
parts of the State render his election im­ 
possible.” 
Republicans here generally concede the 
election of Campbell. 
It appears quite 
certain that the Democrats have elected 
their candidote for Governor; that the rest 
of tbe Republican State ticket is elected, 
and that the Legislature is very close on 
joint ballot. 
The result In this branch of 
the election may not be definitely known 
for several days. 
From the first returns ‘ received up to a 
late hour the average Democratic guin by 
the head of the ticket has been about ten 
to the precinct. 
There are 2,404 precinct! 
in the State. 
Foraker’s m ajority twc 
years ago was 23,000. 
With that vote 
the comparisons are mode, and if the 
ratio of 
Democratic 
gains maintain* 
throughout Mr. Campbell’s election ii 
sure. 
In eighty-four precincts in Ohio outside 
of Cincinnati: Foraker, 10,823; Campbell, 
9,286; Hoi wig, 533, a Democratic gain of 
773. 
Twelve precincts in Columbus show a 
net Democratic gain of 215 over 1887. 
Campbell’s majority over Foraker is 280. 
One hundred and fifty-nine

places in 
Ohio outside of Cincinnati: 
Foraker, 21,604; Campbell, 19,224; Hel-

The same places in 1887:

D efect in Our E d u cation al System . 
But one thing moro of this same gen 
eral kind is sadly needed. Perhaps 
the most serious defect of the system 
of liberal education now prevalent in 
this country is its lack of a truly pro­ 
gressive character.

It is too disjointed and 
fragmentary. This is partly because 
there are no settled principles of pro­ 
cedure, fixing the order and amounts 
of the studies; and partly because 
there is no power which can secure 
teachers that know precisely what they 
are expected, fitted, and permitted to 
teach. The consequence is that the 
different years of school life too much 
resemble tho different successive ses­ 
sions of our Legislatures.

Fortunately, the 
process also consists in killing the 
brood of lies already hatched by previ­ 
ous legislation. Now the process of 
education in this country is by no 
means so bad in this regard as the pro­
